Anne Elder served as supervisor of the learning-disabilities 
and behavior-disorders program of the Lorain City Schools 
for 15 years before retiring in 1991. From 1974 to 1976 she 
was coordinator of the early-identification program for the 
district. She has also served in several other learning- 
disabilities positions in school districts in Cleveland; 
Rochester, New York; and Melrose, Massachusetts. She 
received her M.A. degree in learning disabilities from 
Goddard College in 1976. She was a founding member of the 
Center for Children and Youth Services and served on the 
committee to prepare a learning-disabilities handbook for the 
state of Ohio. From 1973 to 1991 John Elder served as senior 
pastor of First Church in Oberlin. He is now interim pastor of 
the Park Church in Elmira, New York, and a therapist on the 
staff of the Family Counseling Ministry, an agency of the 
Susquehanna Association of the New York Conference of 
United Church of Christ. Elder was elected by Oberlin 
College alumni to two terms on the board of trustees and is 


now an honorary trustee. He received the B.D. degree from 
Harvard Divinity School in 1960. He also studied at the 
Oberlin Graduate School of Theology and Union Theological 
Seminary, and he is presently completing his thesis for a 
doctor of ministry degree in pastoral counseling and 
psychotherapy from Garrett-Evangelical Theological 
Seminary. His special interest is family counseling with older 
persons and their adult children. Elder helped found 
Ecumenical Programs in Information and Communication 
Inc., a nonprofit corporation relating churches and emerging 
computer technologies. He was also a board member of 
Kendal at Oberlin (the Oberlin retirement community), 
chairing the organization’s admissions committee. He has 
been alumni-association president for both the Harvard 
Divinity School and Oberlin College. The Elders are founding 
members of Lorain County Habitat for Humanity and the 


Oberlin Overground Railroad Coalition for Central

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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JON CARTER COVELL, DOCTOR OF FINE ARTS 


One of the first women in the country to receive a Ph.D. degree in art history 
(from Columbia University in 1941), Asian art historian Jon Carter Covell °30 
is professor emeritus of California State University at Long Beach. She also 
has taught at the University of Kyoto, operated a book store in 
prerevolutionary Peking, and traveled to Inner Mongolia to study early 
Buddhist cave paintings. Among her many books on Asian art are Under the 
Seal of Sesshu (De Pamphilis Press, 1941; reprinted by Hacker Books 1975); 


ANTONIA HERNANDEZ, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


Elected president of the Mexican American Legal Defense and Educational 
Fund (MALDEF) in 1985, Antonia Hernandez is also that organization’s 
general counsel. She directs all litigation for MALDEF and manages a $5 
million budget and a 75-person staff. Headquartered in Los Angeles and with 
regional offices in five other cities, MALDEF is a national advocacy 
organization that uses the law, community education, and research to protect 
the civil rights of the nation’s 20 million Latinos. After earning the B.A. degree 
in 1970 and the J.D.degree in 1974 at the University of California at Los 
Angeles, Hernandez was a staff attorney with the Los Angeles Center for Law 


DAVID P. WEIKART, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Education expert David P. Weikart °53 has been president of High/Scope 
Educational Research Foundation since 1970. Based in Ypsilanti, Mich., High/ 
Scope promotes the learning and development of children from infancy to 
adolescence through curriculum development, research, teacher-training, and 
information dissemination. Since 1984 Weikart has been director of the 
International Coordinating Center Preprimary project, a study of four-year- 
olds in 21 nations that relates their family and out-of-home care to their 
achievement in formal schooling. Weikart has published more than 70 articles 
on education and has testified before U.S. Senate and House committees on 
several occasions. A member of the board of directors of High/Scope in Britain, 
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Japanese Landscape Painting (Crown Publishers, 1963); and Zen at Daitoku-ji 
(Kodansha International, 1974). Her several works on Korean cultural history 
published in Korea have yet to be widely distributed in this country. Covell has 
taught at universities in Korea, Japan, and the U.S. and has collected Asian art 
so that her students could better understand the meaning and pleasures of 
oriental art by working closely with originals.

She held several positions at MALDEF—associate counsel, employment 
program director, and executive vice president and deputy general counsel— 
before she was elected president.

After graduating from Oberlin, Weikart was a lieutenant 
in the Marine Corps. He received the Ph.D. degree in education and 
psychology from the University of Michigan in 1966 and has since overseen 
education projects funded by organizations from around the world.
